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the Sout leaves at Deatb,not as to tbe 
Nature of them ( which will undoubtedly be more glorious ) 
but as to the Matter of them, whether the fame entire Sub- 
fiance fhalt be reunited to its former Soul ? the Affirmative I 
find 10 be the generally receiv d Opinion, which yet feems to 
labour under 2 confiderable Difficulty, viz. fuppofing the Body 
of a drown'd Peron to be devour'd by Fifbes, or a living Man 
by Cannibals, fince the Body devour'd is incorporated into the 
Body of thefe Canibals, or inte the Bodies of {uch who after- 
warts eat thole Fifbes, bow canthe fame Particles of Mat- 
rer be recall’d to their former Body, without making a Dimi- 
nution in the Body from whence they are taken, and o by com- 
pleating the firft Body, makes the otker to rife imperfect ? 

Aniw. A Humane Body is not fo confined toa de- 
terminate Bulk, but that the fame Soul being united to 
a Portion of duely Organized Matter, is faid to Contti- 
tute the fame Man, notwithftanding the vaft differen- 
ces of Bignefs that chere may be a feveral times between 
the Portions of Matter whereunto the Humane Soul is 
united. A confiderable part of the Humane Body con- 
fifts of Bones, which are Bodies of a very determinate 
Nature, and not apt to be deftroy’d by the Operation 
either of Earth or Fire. 

Of the lefs ftable, and efpecially the fluid parts of a 
Humane Body, there is a far greater Expence made by 
infenfible tran{piration than even Philofophers wou'd 
imagine. The {mall Particles of a refolved Body may 
retain their own Nature under various Alterations and 
Difguifes, of which ’tis poflible they may be afterwards 
ftript, and without making a Humane Body ceafe to be 
che fame, it may be repaired and augmented by the 
Adaptation of Congruonfly difpofed Matter to that 
which preexifted in ic. 

Therefore why fhou’d it be impoffible that a moft in- 
celligent Agent, whofe Omnipotency extends to all that 
js mot truly contradiétory to the Nature of things, or 
to his own, fhou’d be able fo to order and watch the 
Particles of a Humane Body, as that partly of thofe 
that remain inthe Bones, and partly of thole that co- 
pionfly fly away by infenfible Tran{piration, and partly 
of thofe that are otherwile difpofed of, upon their re- 
folution, a competent number may be preferved or re- 
trieved ; fo that {tripping them of their difguifes, or 
extricating chem from other parts of Matter, for which 
they may happen to be conjoin’d, he may reunite them 
betwixt themielves, and it need be, with Particles of 
Matter fit to be conferred with them, and thereby re- 
ftore or reproduce a Body, which being united with 
the former Soul, may in a fenfe Conionant to the 
Expreffions of Scripture, recompenfe the fame Man, 
whofe Soul and Body were formerly disjoin’d by 
Death.
